country. 
A lesson was taught in 


elections last fall that will not soon be 
forgotten by the Bepublican hosts; and 
it is by no means sure that the Demo 
oracy was not really beaten in the future 
by the success then. In New York and 
Pennsylvania, 
where the Democrats 


won their greatest triumphs, a want o1 
harmony now exists in that party that 
must prov* destructive to it. The Gov- 
ernors of those States, whose elections 
resulted] from a political whirlwind, 
raised on the cry ol reform on one side 
and from dissensions on the other, have 
failed to satisfy their own party friends, 
while their- conduct has had the effect 
to make solid the Eepubliean party in 
those^States, or at least to make it quite 
sure that tho old party will present 
t 


solid front to the enemy in the contes 
of 1884. It is this surety that causeb 
the Democratic press to use so much 
time in showing that Republicans are 
split all in pieces, This course is th 
only hope they have of keeping up : 
show of strength for the next contest 
The leaders of the Democratic partj 
are casting around for a rallying cry 
Some strike for free trade; some for i 
tariff for revenue only; some for i 
revenue tariff with incidental protection 
and so on; but there is n total want o: 
agreement among the leaders, aud when 
one of ihem is charged with taking auj 
of these positions he hastens to deny 
it, and to promulgate some confusec 
notion on the subject that uo one, no 
•ven himself, can understand. Thus 
the matter stands, the Democracy hav 
ing no fixed principles, but anything to 
fool the people and to catch votes. Th< 
Republicans, on the other hand, BUS 
taining the^time-honored principles tha 
have won so many battles, and undei 
which the country*has prospered to 
t 


degree never.before known in its history 
aio preparing for a united and strong 
battle in 1884, with every prospect of 
complete triumph at that time. Th 
local and personal differences are being 
settled, every member of the party do 
sires harmony in the ranks, and wil 
make all reasonable sacrifices to secun 
it. 
Where all feel the necessity of be 


coming united, as they do at the presen 
time, there cannot be any doubt of sue 
cess in the effort to harmonize; and, 
successful, there can be no doubt of 
general triumph of the Republican 
party in the'National contest of 1884. 


REDUCTION 'WOIIJK.S. 


Some efforts should be made by the 


people of this section to establish re 
duction works here. Such an estab 
lishment would, we feel confident, no 
only pay a handsome interest on the in 
vestment, 
and {build up Reno a 


a town, but would do more to develoj 
the mining interests of this vast section 
than any other one thing. There ar< 
hundreds of base metal mines around in 
this vicinity, but if the prospector find 
one it is an elephant on his hands, sole- 
ly because of the inability to have the 
ore reduced at any reasonable figure. 
Once assured that their ore could have 
a market, in less than two years hun- 
dreds of new mines would be contribut- 
ing wealth to the country. There could 
be no better location for such works 
than at Reno, where water is abnndnni 
and wood cheap; the mines of Gande- 
laria aud Bodie' on the south, Peavine 
and Pyiamid on the north, and Meadow 
Lake on the west would pay tribute: the 
low grade ores of the Comstock could 
undergo the process of concentration, 
and be worth something; from the East- 
ern portion of the State wonld come tons 
upon tons of good rock. As a business 
proposition, this scheme offers the most 
splendid opening of any we know of. 


OHIO REPUBLICANS. 


Tnelr Political Policy Outlined by 


JFobm Sherman., 


MANSFIELD, June 2.—Th« BiehUnd 


County 
Republican Convention met 


here to-day to elect delegates to tbe 
State Convention to nominate a Gov- 
ernor and other State officers. John 
Sherman heads the list of delegates 
who go to Columbus vmins true ted. 
Senator Sherman was made permanent 
Chairman of to-day's Contention. On 
akiug the chair he made a speech dis- 
cussing briefly the national and State 
questions that aie to form the political 
ssues of the immediate future. 
He 


said, in substance : 


We are Bapublioans, not because we 


do not like our Democratic neighbors, 
>ut because we believe the success of 
onr party will best promote the interests 
and advance the prosperity of all onr 
people. 
The reason of our success is 


ihat the Republican party has always 
jeen guided by correct principles aud 
ias had the courage to assert them. 
We have had our ups and downs, our 
contention* and divisions. 
Trusted, 


able leaderS, disappointed in thdir am- 
bitions, or, perhaps", honestly mistaken, 
aive left us and joined our adversaries. 
Still our party, with partial defeat, has 
triumphed again and again. It has met 
and solved complicated problems of 
civil government, of war and of peace, 
foreign and domestic, so that now we 
Save no questions with foreign nations 
and but few of domestic policy. 
Now 


we are to enter n contest this year and 
next year that will determine the fate 
of parties and the current of political 
events for many years. We have been 
weakened by our divisions in the North- 
ern States, but we are gaining strength 
by our principles in the Southern Stales. 
The most serious of our divisions grew 
oat of the attempt to nominate General 
Grant for n third tertn, whioh was 
greatly unfortunate for him and the 
Republican party, but it never weak- 
ened in the slightest degree my abiding 
faith in his patriotism or diminished 
my estimate of the value of his services 
to his country during the war. No man 
living has done more for his country. 
Ho honor or pay whioh the public can 
heap upon him can equal the value of 
his services, but in the minds of the 
great masses of his countrymen the ovil 
example of too long a continuance of 
the power of the President in a uingle 
person was a danger so great that even 
in the case of General Grant it was not 
wise to make it. 
This was the ques 


tion settled by the Chicago Convention 
and shou'tl no more be made a cause oi 
division than the failure to nominate 
auy other candidate. 


Upon the questions of principle that 


divide the parties there are no vital 
differences of opinion in the Bepnbli- 
ran|party. On details men will differ 
What, now, are the questions upon 
which the contest this fall will depend? 
Shall our tariff laws be framed with a 
riew to protect labor as well as to levy 
taxes? Upon 
that question we are 


united and incontestably right. It is 
the fundamental ^national question ol 
the time, which will engross the atten 
tion of the next Congress, and be the 
pivotal issue OB which the Presidentia 
election will turn. We, as tt party 
maintain that while the main object of 
taxation on imported goods is to furnish 
a revenue for the support of the Gov- 
ernment, 
yet that in levying them 


special oare should be taken to foster, 
build up and protect such manufactures 
or agricultural productions as are suited 
to onr climate and the habits of our peo- 
ple, with a view to secure to oar artisans 
fair wages for a good day's labor, for our 
farmers a home market for their produc- 
tion*, and to our conutry strength, 
weaflh and independence. This is the 
uhosen position of the Republican party. 
Upon it we invite a contest with our 
Democratic friends whenever or if ever 
they make up their minds upon the 
subject. 


The other question is, Shall the sale 


of spirituous and malt liquors be free 
and untaxed in Ohio, or shall it pay for 
the maintenance of our Courts, poor- 
houses, local peace and for the loss it 
puts upon the victims of a diseased ap- 
petite und upon their wiv»s and chil- 
dren? The Republican Legislature has 
embodied its views of what is right and 
just in what is called "The Scott Law." 
We must stand or fall by that law and 
upon the justice of the taxes it imposes. 
It declares that the annual tax of $200 
shall be imposed upon all persons who 
sell spituous liquors in Ohio, and §100 
on all who sell malt liquors. Is this a 
wise and just measure? I behove it ig. 
A tax on the sale of liquors now exists 
in nearly every State of the Union, and 
in some States at a rate far higher than 
the rate proposed. Theie is not a 
country in Europe or in regions »ny- 
where called civilized where some form 
of taxation is not levied upon the sale of 
liquors. Republicans favor the Scott 
law. They make it a part of thtir plat- 
form. They mean to enforce it. They 
are oppose to its repeal. 
\Va invite 


the Democracy to meet 
us man- 


fully on this issue 
and 
take 
the 


judgment of the people upon it. We 
may lose some votes, but the Republi- 
can party, in all its brilliant bistory, 
was never more clearly right than when 
it demands of those who sell liquors as. 
a beverage to pay to the public a tax to 
meet the expenses caused by their 
traffic, and, being right, we are oeitaiu 
to win if we have the courage to fight 
and the wisdom to unite with all those 
who agree with us. 


At the conclusion of the address the 


Convention unanimously adopted reso- 
lutions in favor of a protective tariff and 
of State taxation of the liquor traffic. 


BVTLER'S AMBITION.

Prom what 
he said his friends hers have no doubt 
that he intends to run again for Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts. He »aid he had 


doubt whatever of re-election. If 


re-elected, he has determined to contest 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
Presidency, and it is entirely under- 
stood among his fiienda that he is to 
have the support of John Kelly as 
against every one else. General Butler 
has no fears or says hn has none, that 
he will not receive the solid Democratic 
vote of the South in the event of his 
nomination, and he calculates that his 
trength with the laboring mon will give 
him the vote of several Northern States 
whioh with any other candidate could 
not possibly enter into Democratic cal- 
culations.
